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INTRODUCTION 

History 

Title  XX  is  an  amendment  to  the  Social  Security  Act  that  was  signed 
into  law  on  January  4,  1975.   Title  XX  is  a  formula  grant  to  the  states 
for  the  provision  of  social  service  programs.   Montana  received  $10,173,000 
in  Title  XX  funds  for  social  service  programs  for  the  1979  federal 
fiscal  year.   The  final  federal  appropriation  for  the  1980  federal 
fiscal  year,  beginning  October  1,  1980,  is  expected  to  be  approximately 
the  same  amount.   With  a  few  exceptions  that  are  outlined  below,  the 
Title  XX  legislation  permits  the  states  to  determine  the  kind  of  social 
service  programs  that  are  needed  without  obtaining  approval  from  the 
federal  government.   Prior  to  the  implementation  of  this  legislation, 
the  states  could  fund  only  certain  kinds  of  programs  for  welfare  recipi- 
ents that  were  specifically  delineated  in  the  law.   In  contrast,  the 
Title  XX  legislation  provides  the  states  with  more  flexibility  for 
planning  their  own  programs. 

Funds  for  Title  XX  come  from  a  general  congressional  appropriation; 
they  do  not  come  from  Social  Security  taxes. 

Title  XX  Goals  and  Basic  Requirements 

The  Title  XX  legislation  requires  that  social  service  programs 
that  are  provided  with  Title  XX  funds  be  directed  toward  five  general 
goals.   These  goals  are: 

1.  Achieving  or  maintaining  economic  self-support  to  prevent, 
reduce  or  eliminate  dependency. 

2.  Achieving  or  maintaining  self-sufficiency  including  reduction 
or  prevention  of  dependency. 

3.  Preventing  or  remedying  neglect,  abuse  or  exploitation  of 
children  and  adults  unable  to  protect  their  own  interests;  or 
preserving,  rehabilitating  or  reuniting  families. 

4.  Preventing  or  reducing  inappropriate  institutional  care  by 
providing  for  community  based  care,  home  based  care,  or  other 
forms  of  less  intensive  care. 

5.  Securing  referral  or  admission  to  institutional  care  when 
other  forms  of  care  are  not  appropriate  or  providing  services 
to  individuals  in  institutions. 

As  required  by  the  law,  all  Title  XX  programs  in  Montana  are  directed 
toward  one  or  more  of  the  above  goals. 

Although  Title  XX  allows  the  state  much  more  flexibility  in  deciding 
how  social  service  funds  should  be  spent  than  did  the  previous  legislation, 
the  following  requirements  must  be  met: 

1.  At  least  three  services  must  be  provided  for  SSI  recipients  in 
each  planning  region  of  the  state,  and  one  service  directed  at 
each  of  the  five  goals  must  be  available  in  each  region  of  the 
state. 


2.  Family  planning  services  and  foster  care  services  must  be 
available  to  all  AFDC  recipients. 

3.  50  percent  of  the  total  Title  XX  funds  must  be  expended  for 
services  to  categorically  related  individuals,  that  is,  AFDC, 
SSI,  and  medicaid  recipients. 

Ineligible  Expenditures 

Expenditures  that  are  not  eligible  for  Title  XX  reimbursement 
include:   construction  and  capital  improvement  costs,  educational  services 
that  are  available  through  the  public  schools,  expenditures  which  could 
be  made  under  Medicaid,  and  most  hospital,  nursing  home  and  foster  care 
costs.   Cash  payments  to  clients  are  also  prohibited. 

Geographic  Regions  Served 

Montana's  56  counties  are  divided  into  five  separate  geographic 
regions  for  the  purpose  of  social  service  planning.   The  map  on  the 
following  page  outlines  the  boundaries  of  the  five  regions.   The  bound- 
aries of  the  SRS  regions  are  the  same  planning  boundaries  as  the  human 
service  planning  areas  used  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences  and  the  Department  of  Institutions. 

As  federal  requirement  stipulates,  any  Title  XX  service  provided  in 
a  geographic  region  is  available  to  all  eligible  individuals  who  reside 
in  the  region.   In  addition,  there  is  at  least  one  service  that  is 
directed  toward  each  of  the  five  Title  XX  goals  available  in  each  of  the 
five  geographic  regions,  and  there  are  at  least  three  services  available 
to  SSI  recipients  in  each  of  the  five  regions. 

Organizational  Structure 

The  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  (SRS)  is  the 
State  agency  that  has  been  designated  as  the  sole  state  agency  responsible 
for  administering  and  supervising  Title  XX  funded  programs.   The  Department 
of  SRS  is  one  of  the  19  state  departments  of  government  in  Montana.   As 
shown  on  the  attached  organizational  chart,  the  Director  of  SRS  reports 
to  the  Governor  of  the  State.   There  are  seven  major  administrative 
divisions  within  the  Department  of  SRS;  two  of  these  divisions,  the 
Developmental  Disabilities  Division  and  the  Community  Services  Division, 
administer  Title  XX  funded  programs.   Planning  and  coordination  functions 
for  Title  XX  are  administered  from  the  Director's  Office. 

Title  XX  services  are  provided  directly  through  the  Department  of 
SRS,  or  through  purchase  of  service  contracts  with  private  providers  or 
other  state  agencies.   Individuals  may  receive  information  or  apply  for 
Title  XX  services  either  through  the  County  Welfare  Offices  or  the 
private  providers.   More  specific  information  regarding  application  for 
services  is  given  in  the  directory  of  services  for  each  program  available, 
on  pages  11  through  65  of  this  document.

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TITLE  XX  ELIGIBILITY 


Who  is  Eligible  Tor  Services  Provided  with  Title  XX  Funds? 

A.  All  protective  services  and  information  and  referral  services  are 
provided  to  anyone  regardless  of  income. 

B.  Childcare  services  to  children  of  migrant  workers  are  available  as 
a  protective  service. 

C.  Some  persons  or  families  are  automatically  eligible  for  program 
services  if  they  are  either  a  recipient  of  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children  (AFDC) ,  Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI) ,  or 
Medicaid.   An  AFDC  recipient  is  a  person  whose  needs  are  met  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  a  cash  money  payment  under  Title  IV-A  of  the 
Social  Security  Act.   An  SSI  recipient  is  an  aged,  blind,  or  disabled 
person  who  receives  a  monthly  cash  payment  made  under  Title  XVI  of 
the  Social  Security  Act. 

D.  Some  programs  are  available  to  any  person  or  family  whose  income 
falls  within  80  percent  of  the  state's  median  family  income,  as 
adjusted  for  family  size.   The  income  level,  for  the  80  percent 
median  family  income  requirement,  as  adjusted  for  family  size  is 
given  below:

Services  of  this  program  include  initial  evaluation, 
direct  evaluation,  post  and  pre-counseling,  placement  of  child,  follow 
up  services,  follow  up  evaluation,  and  recruitment  of  and/or  approval  of 
adoptive  homes. 


Objective  of  Program: 

To  provide  services  for  adoptive  placement  of  120  children  and  to 
investigate  potential  adoptive  placement  of  780  children  in  order  to 
prevent  or  remedy  neglect,  abuse  or  exploitation  of  children.

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Day  Care  For  Children 


Program  Definition: 

This  program  provides  organized  services  for  the  direct  supplemental 
care  of  children  away  from  the  child's  home,  for  a  portion  of  a  24-hour 
day.   Monitoring,  pre-placement  visits  and  periodic  evaluations  are 
provided  as  they  relate  to  the  specific  child  to  meet  her/his  needs. 
When  food  is  included,  it  will  be  less  than  three  meals  per  day  and  will 
not  meet  the  full  nutritional  needs  of  those  served. 


Objective  of  Program: 

To  provide  supplemental  care  for  525  children  in  danger  of  neglect, 
exploitation,  or  abuse  including  day  care  as  a  protective  service  to 
children  of  migrant  workers,  and  to  2,825  children  so  that  adults  may 
engage  in  or  seek  employment  in  order  to  reduce  dependency.  Included  in 
this  number  are  children  of  migrant  workers  in  Montana  June  1  through 
August  30.

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Family  Planning 


Program  Definition: 

Family  planning  services  are  comprehensive  services  directed  primarily 
at  preventive  health  measures  and  counseling  that  are  aimed  at  enabling 
families  to  voluntarily  limit  their  family  size.   Family  planning 
services  include  counseling,  patient  education,  blood  tests  for  anemia, 
rubella  and  syphilis,  immunization  for  rubella,  blood  pressure,  height 
and  weight,  physical  examinations,  pap  smear,  gonorrhea  culture,  gonorrhea 
treatment,  pregnancy  tests,  urine  analysis  for  sugar  and  protein,  breast 
self-examination  instruction,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  vaginal  infection, 
I.U.D.  insertion,  dispensation  of  contraceptive  supplies,  inter-agency 
referral  for  other  problems,  and  day  care  and  transportation  services 
when  needed.   AFDC  clients  are  served  through  Title  XIX. 


Objective  of  Program: 

To  provide  comprehensive  family  planning  services  to  2,550  persons  in 
order  to  enable  them  to  voluntarily  limit  the  size  of  their  families.

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Foster  Care  For  Adults 


Program  Definition: 

This  program  promotes  and  secures  foster  care  in  foster  and  group  homes. 
These  services  are  available  to  persons  age  18  and  over  who  are  unable 
to  remain  in  independent  living  situations.   Also  included  are  persons 
in  institutions  who  need  community  placement  by  providing  counseling 
services  to  adults  upon  the  initiation  or  termination  of  placement.   An 
evaluation  assessment  of  client  needs  is  provided  by  a  process  of 
counseling,  recruiting,  evaluating  and  licensing  adult  foster  homes  and 
community  homes  for  the  developmentally  disabled. 


Objective  of  Program: 

To  provide  supervision  to  1,516  adults  who  are  residents  in  adult  foster 
homes  and  group  homes  in  order  to  prevent  institutionalization  and 
reduce  dependency,  and  to  recruit  and  evaluate  homes  for  424  individuals 
in  order  to  prevent  institutionalization.

To  provide  foster  care  services  for  children  under  age  18  outside  their 
homes  for  more  than  24  hours  when  their  own  homes  are  not  available  to 
them.

Program  Definition: 

Transportation  services  for  senior  citizens  include  reduced  fares  on 
available  public  transportation;  volunteer  drivers  reimbursed  for 
mileage;  and  scheduled  and  unscheduled  bus,  van  and  limousine  services, 


Object  of  Program: 

To  provide  transportation  services  for  senior  citizens  across  the 
state.   The  program  will  provide  transportation  to  medical  facilities 
and  services,  shopping  centers,  social  events,  senior  centers  and  other 
community  facilities  and  resources  in  order  to  prevent  institutionalization 
and  maintain  independent  living  situations. 


Funding  Source  Change: 

Transportation  services  will  be  continued  but  without  Title  XX  funding. 
As  a  result  of  decisions  by  the  1979  Montana  Legislature,  Title  XX 
funding  for  Aging  Services  will  be  replaced  by  state  general  funds  and 
federal  funds  from  the  Older  Americans  Act.   Final  funding  breakdown 
figures  are  not  known  at  the  time  of  publication  of  this  plan. 


Method  of  Delivering  Program:   Purchase  from  private  providers. 

Groups  Eligible  for  Program : 

Senior  citizens  age  60  and  above  and  Native  Americans  over  age  45.

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PLANNING,  PUBLIC  PARTICIPATION  AND  REVIEW,  CHANGES  FROM  PROPOSED  PLAN, 
NEEDS  ASSESSMENT,  EVALUATION  AND  REPORTING 


Planning  and  Public  Participation 

A  planning  process  cannot  be  effective  unless  it  is  integrated  with 
the  budgeting  and  appropriation  cycle  of  the  state.   Subsequently,  the 
Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  has  integrated  the 
Title  XX  planning  process  with  the  Governor's  Executive  Planning  Process 
and  the  state's  biennial  budgeting  and  appropriation  cycle.   As  such, 
the  planning  process  for  the  development  of  the  proposed  Title  XX  Plan 
for  fiscal  year  1980  proceeded  as  follows.   Early  in  the  fall  of  1978 
long-range  goals  were  developed  for  all  Title  XX  programs.   Next, 
short-range  (1980-81)  objectives  for  all  programs  were  developed  that 
were  consistent  with  the  long-range  goals.   Early  in  1978,  the  Governor's 
Executive  Planning  Process  for  the  1980-81  biennium  was  implemented. 
This  process  required  the  Department  to  develop  program  goals  or  objectives, 
determine  the  consequences  of  a  20  percent  reduction  in  funds  for  each 
program,  and  to  determine  what  increases  in  funding  (proposed  budget 
modifications)  the  Department  thought  were  necessary  for  1980-81.   The 
program  goals  and  objectives  that  had  been  developed  earlier  were  used 
in  the  development  of  this  Executive  Planning  Process  for  the  1980-81 
biennium.   On  completing  the  later  planning  process,  information  sessions 
were  held  between  the  Department  and  the  Governor's  Office  of  Budget  and 
Program  Planning  regarding  the  Department's  proposed  budget  increases 
for  1980-81.   Subsequently,  the  Department  received  a  list  of  budget 
modifications  from  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Planning  that  were 
approved  to  be  .included  in  the  proposed  budget  request,  to  the  Governor, 
for  1980-81.   The  proposed  Title  XX  Plan  for  1980  reflected  the  budget 
requests  that  were  approved  to  be  included  in  the  proposed  budget  for 
1980  that  came  as  a  result  of  the  Governor's  Executive  Planning  Process. 

In  order  to  facilitate  public  participation  in  the  development  of 
the  Title  XX  plan,  twelve  public  hearings  were  conducted  throughout  the 
state  during  the  month  of  September,  1978.   The  public  hearing  process 
provided  the  public  with  an  opportunity  for  input  into  the  Title  XX  Plan 
prior  to  the  1979  legislative  session,  and  prior  to  the  Governor's  final 
adoption  of  the  biennium  budget  proposal  for  1980-81.   In  order  to 
insure  maximum  participation,  newspaper  ads  and  radio  spots  announced 
the  public  hearings.   In  addition,  public  and  private  organizations  that 
are  interested  in  social  service  needs,  county  and  local  officials  of 
general  purpose  government  units,  and  low- income  citizen  groups  received 
a  written  invitation  from  the  Department  announcing  the  hearings.   Since 
the  Title  XX  hearings  will  have  been  conducted  prior  to  the  final  decision 
making  processes  of  both  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature,  both  the 
executive  and  legislative  branches  of  government  will  have  received 
substantial  citizen  input  regarding  the  provision  and  need  for  social 
services  in  the  state.   The  planning  process  for  Title  XX  ended  when  the 
Legislature  made  its  final  decisions  regarding  appropriations. 
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In  addition  to  providing  for  public  participation,  the  hearings 
provided  an  easy  forum  for  low-income  persons  and  other  persons  who  are 
recipients  of  Title  XX  social  services  to  express  their  concerns  to  the 
Department.   Such  an  opportunity  assisted  in  assuring  maximum  feasible 
utilization  of  services  under  Title  XX  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  low- 
income  population.   In  this  manner,  the  public  participation  process,  by 
involving  a  broad  spectrum  of  Montana  residents,  assured  that  the  needs 
of  all  residents  of  all  geographic  areas  in  the  state  are  taken  into 
account  in  the  development  of  the  Plan. 

For  the  next  planning  cyle,  a  cooperative  interagency  process  for 
public  participation  is  being  tested.   Community  meetings  focusing 
discussion  on  SRS  programs,  including  Title  XX,  are  being  sponsored  by 
Human  Resource  Development  Councils  of  the  Community  Services  Administration. 
If  successful,  it  is  hoped  these  meetings  can  be  activated  statewide  to 
ensure  consumer  participation  at  the  needs  assessment  and  priority 
setting  stage  of  the  Title  XX  planning  process. 

Public  Review  Period 

As  required  by  the  Title  XX  legislation,  the  Department  received 
comments  from  the  public  on  the  proposed  plan  for  45  days.   The  45  day 
public  review  process  began  on  August  30,  1978.   On  August  28,  1978,  a 
display  ad  announcing  the  availability  of  the  proposed  plan,  was  published 
in  the  major  newspapers  throughout  Montana.   The  display  ad  indicated 
that  members  of  the  public  could  request  a  copy  of  the  proposed  plan, 
free  of  charge,  from  any  county  welfare  office  or  from  the  Department  of 
Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  in  Helena,  Montana.   Copies  of  the 
proposed  and  final  plan  will  be  retained  for  three  years  and  be  available 
for  public  and  federal  inspection  and  access  throughout  the  program  year 
in  the  SRS  district  offices  located  in  Billings,  Glasgow,  Helena,  Miles 
City,  Butte,  Great  Falls,  Kalispell,  and  Missoula.   In  addition,  copies 
of  the  proposed  and  final  plan,  and  all  written  comments  on  these  plans, 
will  be  retained  for  three  years  and  be  available  for  inspection  in  the 
central  office  of  the  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services 
in  Helena. 

Written  public  comments  received  in  the  45  day  period  after  the 
August  30  publication  of  the  proposed  plan  consisted  of  three  letters. 
Helena  4Cs  expressed  support  for  4C's  funding,  a  day  care  sliding  scale 
fee  system  and  priority  for  other  children's  and  parenting  programs. 
The  Montana  Day  Care  Association  indicated  concern  for  the  need  for  an 
increased  fee  for  Social  Services  day  care  and  the  sliding  scale  fee 
system.   The  Montana  Easter  Seal  Society  recommended  inclusion  of 
communication  skill  training  in  several  programs  for  the  developmental ly 
disabled. 

The  1979  Montana  Legislature  raised  day  care  rates  and  enacted  a 
sliding  scale  fee  system.   Communication  skill  training  is  included  in 
many  programs  for  the  developmentally  disabled. 

The  final  Title  XX  plan  for  program  year  July  1,  1979,  to  June  30, 
1980,  was  published  on  June  30,  1979.   A  display  ad  was  published  on  the 
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same  day  in  the  main  section  of  the  following  newspapers:

Publication  of  any  necessary  corrections  or  amendments  to  the  final  plan 
will  be  made  in  accordance  with  federal  regulations. 

Major  Changes  From  Proposed  Plan 

A  significant  number  of  changes  occured  in  the  ten  months  from  the 
August  30,  1978,  publication  of  the  proposed  plan  to  the  June  30,  1979, 
publication  of  the  final  plan.   In  October  of  1978,  the  final  federal 
appropriation  for  Title  XX  was  enacted  by  the  U.  S.  Congress.   Montana's 
allocation  was  $10,173,000  for  federal  Fiscal  Year  1979,  compared  with 
$8,750,000  for  the  federal  Fiscal  Year  1978.   In  addition,  Title  XX 
programs  were  adequately  funded  by  the  1979  Montana  Legislature. 

However,  most  of  the  changes  in  the  Title  XX  Plan  involved  shifts 
to  funding  sources  other  than  Title  XX. 

The  1979  Legislature  replaced  the  Title  XX  funding  of  Aging  Services 
programs  with  state  general  funds  and  federal  Older  Americans  Act 
appropriations.   This  affects  Nutrition,  Transportation,  Homemaker-Chore 
and  Minor  Housing  Repair  services  that  were  partially  funded  by  Title  XX. 

Day  care  services  administered  by  the  Social  Services  Bureau  were 
expanded  with  the  Legislative  enactment  of  the  sliding  scale  fee  system 
under  which  SRS  contributes  a  percentage  of  the  cost  of  day  care.   This 
is  calculated  in  decreasing  amounts  from  150%  of  the  AFDC  standard  to 
75%  of  the  state's  median  family  income.   Day  care  payment  for  children 
whose  parents  are  in  training  programs  was  shifted  from  Title  XX  to 
IV-A,  that  is,  AFDC  funding. 

Most  of  the  other  changes  resulted  from  administrative  decisions. 
The  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  chose  to  fund  three  programs 
that  are  primarily  for  children  and  families  with  state  general  fund 
monies  only.   Income  eligibility  will  not  be  required  for  these  programs. 
They  are:   Evaluation,  Diagnosis,  Treatment  and  Follow  Along;  Respite 
Care  and  Training;  Training  and  Support  Services  for  Families.   The 
former  Preschool  program  was  combined  with  Training  and  Support  Services 
for  Families  as  the  programs  were  very  similar. 

In  order  to  clarify  eligibility,  the  Social  Services  Bureau  eliminated 
several  eligibility  categories  from  some  of  its  programs.   They  are: 
Foster  Care,  Adults — Medicaid,  150%  SSI;  Foster  Care,  Children — Medicaid, 
150%  Welfare;  Health  Related,  Adults — AFDC,  Medicaid,  150%  Welfare; 
Health  Related,  Children — Medicaid;  Homemaker  Services — 150%  AFDC,  SSI. 

The  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau  withdrew  Title  XX  funding 
from  Emergency/Runaway  Services  as  it  was  replaced  by  federal  funding 
from  the  Runaway  Youth  Act . 
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Needs  Assessment 

Extensive  statewide  and  community  Youth  Needs  Surveys  covering  the 
potential  areas  of  jobs /employment,  drugs,  medical,  school,  police  and 
courts,  family/neighborhood  and  recreation  were  completed  in  1978  by  the 
Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau  in  conjunction  with  the  Montana  Board 
of  Crime  Control.   The  findings  assisted  in  developing  Bureau  programs 
based  on  the  understanding  of  the  conditions  under  which  youth  get  into 
trouble  or  lead  law-abiding  lives.   Community  surveys  were  done  with 
youth  in  the  Missoula,  Great  Falls,  Helena,  Butte  and  Browning  areas. 
The  Browning  survey  was  designed  to  seek  perceptions  from  Indian  youth 
about  problems  pertinent  to  them. 

Town  meetings  called  to  discuss  youth  needs  and  programs  and  Regional 
Advisory  Council  meetings  of  the  Montana  Board  of  Crime  Control  have 
also  been  utilized  by  youth  development  workers  in  the  Youth  Bureau 
planning  cycle.   A  State  Plan  on  Youth  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse  based  on 
community  and  school  surveys  and  the  recommendations  of  a  statewide  and 
five  regional  Youth  Substance  Abuse  Task  Forces  coordinated  by  the  Child 
and  Youth  Bureau  was  published  by  the  Alcohol  and  Drug  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Institutions.   It  is  now  being  incorporated  in  the  Montana 
State  Plan  for  Prevention  of  Substance  Abuse. 

An  assessment  project,  sponsored  by  the  Montana  Area  Agency  on 
Aging  Directors  Association,  was  targeted  at  assessing  the  needs  of  the 
isolated  homebound  senior  citizen.   Findings  of  this  year-long  project, 
funded  by  Action,  will  be  used  in  planning  services  to  meet  the  needs  of 
this  group. 

In  addition  to  the  needs  assessment  activities  mentioned  above,  the 
comprehensive  Title  XX  Needs  Assessment  Project*  that  was  completed  in 
1977  is  used  as  an  on-going  data  source  in  the  Department's  identification 
of  service  problems. 

Evaluation 

The  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau  engages  in  continual  state 
and  local  monitoring  and  evaluation  of  its  contracted  programs.   Specific 
individual  evaluations  are  conducted  when  funds  are  available.   In 
addition,  an  evaluation  staff  person  from  the  Board  of  Crime  Control 
will  be  evaluating  a  minimum  of  two  of  the  youth  programs  during  fiscal 
year  1980.   One  will  be  the  Helena  based  Family  Teaching  Center. 

Youth  development  workers  in  several  communities  are  also  working 
with  other  agencies  such  as  the  courts,  probation  and  shelter  care 
systems  to  develop  evaluation  and  data-base  systems  relating  to  diversion 
of  youth  from  the  juvenile  justice  system  and  the  reduction  of  recidivism 
of  juvenile  arrests.

Program  evaluation  for  Aging  Services  is  conducted  on  an  on-going 
basis  through  on-site  visits  of  individual  projects.   The  Aging  Services 
Bureau  also  engages  in  continual  fiscal  monitoring  of  contracts  in  order 
to  determine  whether  funds  are  being  appropriately  utilized. 

Evaluation  of  programs  for  the  developmentally  disabled  has  consisted 
primarily  of  on-site  visits  conducted  by  the  Developmental  Disabilities 
Regional  staff  and  monthly  fiscal  contract  reviews  conducted  by  staff  of 
the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division.   However,  the  Division  is  now 
developing  a  performance  contracting  mechanism  that  will  tie  the  effectiveness 
of  the  in  service  training  program  and  funding  level  to  actual  program 
outcomes.   The  performance  contracting  system  will  be  implemented  by  the 
end  of  the  current  fiscal  year  and  should  help  to  provide  greater  accountability 
since  the  funding  levels  for  programs  will  be  directly  related  to  performance. 
The  first  step  in  the  development  of  this  system  will  be  an  evaluation 
of  all  community  programs  using  a  program  assessment  tool  which  will 
provide  a  qualitative  assessment  of  each  program.   Minimal  performance 
requirements  will  then  be  developed  and  three  possible  levels  of  program 
performance  will  be  established.   Subsequently  contracts  will  be  negotiated 
according  to  the  level  of  performance  that  each  individual  provider  is 
capable  of  accomplishing.   Once  the  system  is  operational,  regional 
staff  will  complete  regular  on-site  program  reviews  with  the  same  evaluation 
tool  on  a  three  month  basis  in  order  to  monitor  overall  progress  and 
program  improvements. 

Program  evaluation  for  the  Social  Services  Bureau  is  done  regularly 
by  social  services  staff.   The  Bureau  has  developed  a  plan  for  provision 
of  services  which  is  now  operational.   The  plan  was  developed  after  the 
service  programs  were  prioritized  by  all  staff.   Task  forces  were  established 
for  critical  service  areas  to  develop  goals  and  objectives.   The  task 
forces  included  all  levels  of  social  services  staff  such  as  consultants 
in  the  central  office  and  supervisors,  social  workers  and  homemakers  in 
addition  to  other  agency  staff  and  private  agency  staff.   Specific  goals 
and  objectives  for  services  which  have  been  established  are  monitored  by 
the  supervisory  staff  in  the  bureau.   Regular  meetings  are  conducted  to 
modify  and  complete  areas  which  need  attention.   The  service  priorities 
include:   protective  services  for  children  and  adults  and  developmentally 
disabled,  foster  care  for  children  and  adults,  adoption,  homemaker 
services,  case  management  for  developmentally  disabled  individuals, 
institutional  care  and  counseling,  day  care. 

Other  services  provided  but  with  less  priority  include  information, 
referral  and  follow-up,  health  related  services  to  children  and  adults, 
and  services  to  unmarried  parents. 

Reporting  Activities 

All  reports  that  are  prepared  by  the  Department  regarding  planning, 
evaluation,  and  assessment  of  needs  are  distributed  to  interested  parties 
including:   special  interest  groups,  private  providers,  the  Governor's 
office,  interested  legislators,  and  other  appropriate  Departments  of 
State  Government. 
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COORDINATION  OF  TITLE  XX  WITH  TITLES  IV-A,  IV-B,  XIX,  AND  XVI  OF  THE 
SOCIAL  SECURITY  ACT 


Title  XX  programs  in  Montana  provide  services  to  clients  that  are 
directed  toward  the  five  goals  that  are  mandated  by  Title  XX  legis- 
lation.  These  programs  are  administered  and  supervised  at  the  state  and 
local  levels  through  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  and  the 
Community  Services  Division  of  SRS  which  includes  the  Aging  Services 
Bureau,  the  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau  and  the  Social  Services 
Bureau.   Titles  IV-A,  IV-B,  XIX  and  XVI  of  the  Social  Security  Act  often 
provide  direct  economic  assistance  or  payments  to  the  same  individuals 
eligible  for  and  participating  in  Title  XX  programs.   Titles  IV-A,  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children;  IV-B,  Child  Welfare,  used  for  foster  care  payments 
in  Montana;  and  XIX,  Medical  Assistance,  are  administered  and  supervised 
at  the  state  and  local  level  through  the  Economic  Assistance  Division  of 
SRS.   Title  XVI  of  the  Act  provides  Supplemental  Security  Income  Payments 
to  aged,  blind,  and  disabled  persons  and  is  administered  directly  by  the 
Social  Security  Administration.   Staff  of  the  Economic  Assistance 
Division,  and  the  Social  Services  Bureau  which  provides  direct  casework 
services,  are  colocated  at  both  state  and  county  levels. 

Developmental  Disabilities  Division 

Title  XX  services,  for  developmentally  disabled  persons,  are  received 
in  conjunction  with  SSI  (Title  XVI)  payments  that  are  made  to  the  disabled 
residents  of  community  group  homes.   The  SSI  payments  provide  for  the  DD 
individual's  room  and  board,  while  Title  XX  funds  provide  for  the 
individual's  training  programs  within  the  home  and  the  community. 
Community  group  home  residents  are  usually  covered  by  Medicaid  for  their 
medical  and  dental  needs. 

All  community  based  services  are  provided  through  contract  between 
the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  and  local  corporations. 
Services  include  community  group  home  training,  vocational  training,  and 
respite  care.   Case  management  services  for  developmentally  disabled 
individuals  are  provided  by  the  social  workers  who  also  chair  the  Individual 
Habiiitation  Planning  Teams.   Local  program  providers  assist  the  case 
managers  in  the  coordination  of  services  by  referring  individual  cases 
to  other  human  service  providers  such  as  family  planning,  medical, 
mental  health,  and  vocational  rehabilitation  services. 

Regional  supervisors  from  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division 
coordinate  all  services  for  the  developmentally  disabled  within  their 
regions  and  provide  ongoing  monitoring  of  the  service  contracts  that  are 
approved  by  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division.   Coordination  also 
occurs  between  the  State  DD  staff  and  other  private,  state  and  federal 
agencies  such  as  the  Department  of  Institutions  and  the  Division  of 
Special  Education  of  the  Office  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

Aging  Services 

The  Aging  Services  Bureau  programs  are  provided  through  a  statewide 
network  of  multi-county  Area  Agencies  On  Aging.   Older  Americans  Act 
funds  are  channeled  to  the  Area  Agencies  for  the  administration  of 
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programs  ior  meals,  transportation,  homemaker  chore  and  minor  housing 
repair.   Each  Area  Agency  has  a  director  and  an  advisory  council  which 
is  composed  of  elderly  consumers  and  other  citizens  including  county 
commissioners,  that  are  jointly  responsible  for  the  direction,  coordination 
and  administration  of  the  services  that  are  provided.   The  Aging  Services 
Bureau  assists  the  Area  Agencies  with  overall  program  direction,  and 
provides  technical  assistance  for  program  administration  and  coordination. 
The  Area  Agency  Director  maintains  the  primary  coordinating  function 
between  the  Aging  Services  Bureau  and  the  Regional  Advisory  Council. 

Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau 

The  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau's  major  focus  is  the  development 
of  coordinated  programs  to  achieve  goals  in  the  areas  of  child  development, 
delinquency  prevention,  and  serving  the  needs  of  youth  in  need  of  care 
and/or  supervision.   At  the  community  level,  the  eight  Youth  Development 
Workers  plan  with  key  individuals,  policy  makers  and  agencies  such  as 
the  court  and  probation  system,  social  services  and  schools  to  develop 
and  implement  coordinated  programs  such  as  juvenile  court  intake  programs, 
shelter  care  systems  and  alternative  schools.   In  addition,  the  Youth 
Development  Worker  may  develop  ongoing  coordinating  mechanisms  such  as 
councils  and  task  forces  of  individuals  and  agencies  that  are  concerned 
with  and  develop  plans  and  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  youth.   Youth 
Development  Workers  also  coordinate  all  programs  that  are  available 
through  the  Omnibus  Crime  Control  Act,  Title  XX  and  the  Runaway  Youth 
Act. 

The  4-C's  component  of  the  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau  bases 
its  programs  entirely  on  the  development  and  organization  of  coordinated 
community  based  service  systems  to  meet  the  needs  of  children  and  their 
families.   Each  local  staff  works  with  numerous  individuals  and  agencies 
such  as  the  YMCA,  YWCA,  schools,  social  services,  Big  Brothers/Big 
Sisters  and  local  day  care  associations  to  develop  and  maintain  its 
programs  which  range  from  day  care  information  and  referral  to  parenting 
skill  programs. 

The  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau  serves  many  children  and 
families  who  are  recipients  of  Title  IV-A  and  IV-B  benefits.   Coordination 
occurs  between  the  Social  Services  Bureau  and  the  Child  and  Youth  Development 
Bureau  through  referrals  that  are  made  by  social  workers  to  Big  Brothers/Big 
Sisters,  the  Family  Teaching  Center,  and  the  Achievement  Homes.   In 
addition,  some  of  the  Youth  Bureau  programs,  such  as  the  Family  Teaching 
Center,  assist  in  preventing  child  abuse  and  neglect  problems  that  would 
otherwise  result  in  placement  in  a  IV-B  program. 

Social  Services  Bureau 

The  Social  Services  Bureau  provides  comprehensive  direct  services 
to  children,  families  and  adults  which  are  primarily  aimed  at  strengthening 
families,  maintaining  individuals  in  the  least  restrictive  environment 
possible,  and  enhancing  self-sufficiency.   The  Social  Services  Bureau 
develops  policies  and  supervises  all  Title  XX  social  service  programs 
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that  are  administered  by  the  county  welfare  offices  for  recipients  of 
Title  IV-A,  IV-B,  XIX,  and  XVI.   The  Economic  Assistance  Division  of  SRS 
supervises  the  eligibility  process  and  payment  function  for  the  recipients 
of  Title  IV-A,  XIX,  and  XVI.   Local  coordination  between  the  payment 
function  and  social  service  function  is  maintained  by  staff  meetings  in 
the  county  offices.   Program  and  policy  coordination  are  maintained  at 
the  state  level  through  staff  meetings  between  the  Community  Services 
Division,  the  Economic  Assistance  Division,  and  the  Developmental  Disabili- 
ties Division. 

Examples  of  program  functions  that  are  coordinated  between  the 
three  Divisions  include:   the  licensing  of  foster  family  and  developmental 
disability  homes  is  done  by  the  Social  Service  Bureau  staff  and  is 
required  before  SSI  payments  can  be  made;   casework  services  are  provided 
to  children  and  adults  in  foster  family  homes  and  developmental  disability 
homes  whose  economic  support  may  come  from  Titles  IV-B  or  XVI;  deinsti- 
tutionalization and  adjustment  casework  services  assist  individuals  in 
long-term  care  facilities  whose  care  is  provided  by  Title  XIX;  many 
protective  service  and  day  care  service  families  are  also  AFDC  families. 

Coordination  is  also  achieved  with  other  agencies  as  social  workers 
participate  in  teams  composed  of  other  social  service  providers  in  order 
to  facilitate  a  more  integrated  and  effective  delivery  system  to  the 
poor  and  disabled.   Examples  of  such  teams  are  the  Child  Abuse  Teams  and 
the  Individual  Habilitation  Planning  Teams  for  the  developmentally 
disabled. 

Coordination  of  Title  XX  With  the  WIN  Program 

The  Community  Services  Division,  Rehabilitative  Services  Division, 
and  Economic  Assistance  Division  of  the  Department  of  Social  and  Rehab- 
ilitation Services  and  the  Employment  Security  Division  of  the  Department 
of  Labor  and  Industry  coordinate  the  WIN  program  at  the  state  level 
through  a  WIN  State  Coordinating  Committee.   Coordination  at  the  local 
level  regarding  eligibility,  mandatory  referral  and  work  registration, 
and  program  participation  as  it  affects  AFDC  payments  to  recipients,  is 
achieved  through  the  ongoing  interaction  of  the  Economic  Assistance 
Division,  the  WIN  case  workers,  and  local  Employment  Service  staff.   WIN 
case  workers  and  Employment  Service  personnel  are  colocated  and  plan 
client  services  through  team  meetings.   Title  XX  services  are  available 
to  the  WIN  program  participants  when  necessary. 

COORDINATION  OF  TITLE  XX  WITH  OTHER  HUMAN  SERVICE  AGENCIES 


Title  XX  programs  are  coordinated  with  other  human  service  agencies 
of  the  state  in  a  number  of  ways.   The  Director  of  the  Montana  Department 
of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  meets  regularly  with  Directors  of 
other  agencies  in  a  Human.  Services  Cabinet. 

The  agency  participates  in  several  interagency  groups.   The  Governor's 
Council  for  Employment  and  Training  includes  representatives  from  major 
state  agencies,  labor  and  community  action  organizations,  the  League  of 
Cities  and  Towns  and  the  Association  of  Counties. 
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Another  example  is  the  Interagency  Screening  Committee.   This  is  a 
working  group  involving  the  Department  of  Institutions,  the  Office  of 
Public  Instruction  and  SRS.   The  Committee  reviews  for  appropriateness 
all  child  placements  in  residential  care  and  treatment,  both  in  and  out 
of  state. 

Staff  from  SRS  is  actively  involved  with  two  task  forces,  one 
concerned  with  Child  Abuse  and  the  other  with  Spouse  Abuse.   Both  include 
representation  from  organizations,  other  state  agencies  and  individual 
citizens. 

An  interagency  agreement  between  the  Montana  Youth  Justice  Council 
of  the  Montana  Board  of  Crime  Control  and  the  Youth  Development  Bureau 
of  SRS  is  in  effect.   The  Youth  Justice  Council  approves  all  grants  of 
funds  under  the  Runaway  Youth  Act,  the  Juvenile  Delinquency  Prevention 
Act,  and  the  Title  XX  Youth  Development  program.   This  ensures  joint 
planning  of  funds  from  different  agencies  which  are  directed  to  the  same 
goals. 

The  Youth  Development  Bureau  also  coordinates  closely  with  the 
Department  of  Institutions  in  the  development  of  shelter  care  systems 
and  substance  abuse  planning. 

Waiver  Authority  for  Federal  Day  Care  Staffing  Standards 

The  Social  Services  Bureau  within  the  Community  Services  Division 
of  the  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  will  have  the 
authority  to  make  the  decision  for  the  state  that  it  is  not  feasible  to 
furnish  child  day  care  in  a  day  care  center  or  group  day  care  home  which 
complies  with  federal  staffing  standards;  and  to  furnish  child  day  care 
by  granting  a  waiver  of  otherwise  applicable  federal  staffing  standards 
in  a  day  care  center  or  group  day  care  home  which  serves  few  Title  XX 
funded  children  and  meets  applicable  state  staffing  standards.   This 
authority  will  be  effective  through  September  30,  1979,  unless  otherwise 
extended  beyond  that  time  by  federal  regulation  or  directive,  in  which 
case  the  waiver  authority  described  will  be  extended  through  the  program 
year. 

Definition  of  Family 

Family  is  defined  as  the  basic  family  unit  consisting  of  one  or 
more  adults  and  children,  if  any,  related  by  blood,  marriage  (including 
common  law),  or  adoption,  and  residing  in  the  same  household.   Where 
related  adults,  other  than  spouses,  or  unrelated  adults  reside  together, 
each  shall  be  considered  a  separate  family.   Children  living  with 
relatives  other  than  their  natural  or  adoptive  parents,  emancipated 
minors,  and  children,  living  under  the  care  of  unrelated  persons,  such 
as  foster  children  shall  be  considered  a  one  person  family. 

Volunteer  Activities 

There  are  approximately  380  volunteers  associated  with  the  volunteers 
to  youth  program.   This  program  is  described  in  the  directory  of  services. 
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Employment  of  AFDC  Recipients 

During  fiscal  year  1978,  the  Department  used  94-401  funds  to 
provide  grants  to  day  care  centers  for  the  purpose  of  employing  AFDC 
recipients.   Federal  Title  XX  funds  are  currently  not  being  used  for 
this  purpose.   The  Social  Services  Bureau,  however,  encourages  day  care 
centers  to  employ  AFDC  recipients. 

Standard  Setting  For  Facilities  Where  SSI  Recipients  Reside 

The  following  items  are  summary  listings,  by  type  of  facility,  of 
the  standards  for  those  facilities  wherein  a  significant  number  of  SSI 
recipients  reside  or  may  be  eligible  to  reside.   Included  with  each  list 
is  the  name  and  address  of  the  responsible  agency.   Interested  individuals 
may  obtain  a  summary  of  the  standards  and/or  a  complete  copy  of  standards, 
without  charge  from  the  appropriate  department.   The  individual  may  also 
request  a  copy  of  the  procedures  used  to  enforce  standards,  criteria 
used  for  waivers  of  standards,  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  facilities 
and  standards  which  have  been  granted  waivers,  and  a  list  of  the  names 
and  addresses  of  facilities  found  in  violation  and  the  details  of  each 
violation.
